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REMARKS 

Claims 1-34 were pending in the application. Claims 3 and 18-34 have been 
cancelled. Claims 1 , 2, and 4-17 remain pending in the application. 
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Restrictions/Elections: 

The Examiner invoked a restriction requirement in the application. Group I 
consisted of claims 1-17, drawn to a system, while Group II consisted of claims 18-34, 
drawn to a method. Applicant hereby elects the pending claims of Group I for 
prosecution, and has thus cancelled the claims of Group II. 

A species election requirement was also invoked by the Examiner. Applicant 
hereby elects Species II. Applicant notes that the Examiner included Figure 5 in Species 
II. However, Figure 5 does not show a voltage regulator. 

Applicant believes that claims 1, 2, and 4 -17 are readable on Species II.
